I  In  the  late  1970’s  the  scope  of  the  NCSA  was  broadened  to  include  tokens  from  other  indus- 

,  tries;  including  lumber,  phosphate,  hard  rock,  limestone,  copper,  gold  &  silver,  brick  &  clay,  cotton 
&  textile,  paper,  iron  &  steel,  agricultural,  and  others. 

The  first  issue  of  Scrip  Talk  was  published  in  1965,  and  it  continues  today  as  the  official 
newsletter  for  members  of  the  NSCA.  It  exists  not  only  as  a  source  of  information  for  its  members, 
but  as  a  forum  where  they  can  share  items  of  interest.
